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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: On page 3 of the Remarks, the Applicant submits 
that Benyassine does not teach "the audio data frames transmitted at the first frame rate have a first interval between the frames, wherein 
the audio data frames transmitted at the second frame rate have a second interval between the frame, and wherein the first interval and the 
second interval are constant" as recited in claiml and Kramer fails to remedy the deficiencies of Benyassine. The Examiner respectfully 
disagrees. As admitted on page 4 of the Final Office Action dated 12/3/2008, Benyassine et al. fail to disclose "the audio data frames 
transmitted at the first frame rate have a first interval between the frames, wherein the audio data frames transmitted at the second frame 
rate have a second interval between the frame, and wherein the first interval and the second interval are constant." However, on page 5 of 
the Final Office Action, the Examiner submits that Kramer, from the same or similar fields of endeavor, disclose the use of a jitter buffer that 
stores data frames and outputs the stored frames at a constant output rate (see column 1 lines 25-29). Kramer also disclose that the jitter 
buffer is able to insert silence frames during gaps in speech (see column 2 lines 11-13), thus, maintaining the constant output rate, the 
motivation for using the jitter buffer of Kramer in the system of Benyassine et al. is to improve the reliability of the system against buffer 
underflow. Thus, in view of the above reasoning, the Examiner believes the rejection should be sustained. 
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
